REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


Less fortunate than our northern towns, we had too many 
fires. Carelessness in burning trash and discarding smoking 
material and children playing with fire caused most of the fires. 
Your Forest Fire Warden’s job would be easier if everyone 
understood the State laws that govern the kindling of outdoor 
fires. A snyopsis of these laws follow: 


Fire Permit 

A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or near 
woodland anytime the ground is not covered with snow. This 
includes household waste burning even if in an incinerator, grass 
burning, garden trash as well as brush burning. Such burning is 
restricted by regulation to be prior to 9:00 a.m. and after 5:00 
p.m. 


Exceptions 

Commercial or industrial burning is allowed anytime under 
normal conditions with permission of the District Chief and a 
permit from the Fire Warden. 


Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own property with 
permission of the Fire Warden. On another’s property with 
written permission of the landowner and permission of the Fire 
Warden. The Warden can forbid such fires if in a hazardous area. 
Permits for cooking fires in the White Mountain National Forest 
can be obtained from the Laconia Office or at the Ranger 
Stations. Permits are not required in public camp or picnic 
grounds where fireplaces have been built for this purpose. 


Penalties 
1. For kindling a fire without a permit. Maximum of $200.00 


fine; or imprisonment for not more than 60 days. 


2. For kindling a fire by any means wilfully or recklessly that 
shall endanger woodlands the maximum fine is $500.00 or

one year’s imprisonment. 


3. For failure to totally extinguish a camp or cooking fire 
before leaving it the same penalties as in (1) above. 


4. For dropping inflammable material in or near woodland, 
maximum fine is $25.00 


Fire prevention is a personal matter and a good habit. Keep 
our town free from smokes in 1970.

This committee met, with all members present, on May 19, 
1969. Each member was assigned one or more facets of the refuse 
disposal program for investigation. 


We met again on January 26, 1970. All members were present 
and reported on their assignments. 


The Ajax Open Pit method of incineration has been con- 
' sidered. The cost is approximately $40,000. 


A conventional type of incinerator, with after burner, such as 
has been installed in Durham would cost about $100,000. 


Your committee is of the opinion that both of these are too 
costly for our town. 


We have investigated the so-called “sanitary Fill’ method of 
refuse disposal. This method has some merit, particularly if fill is 
available in large quantities in close proximity to the disposal 
area. 


Regardless of the final decision and recommendations, it will 


be necessary for a regular refuse collection system, probably 
supported and controlled by our town. 
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The governor’s task force has recommended that the counties 
take over the refuse disposal for the towns. 


We feel that the entire problem requires more study and as the 
laws give us until 1975 in which to put an approved refuse 
disposal into operation, we would like to see what the county will 
do——and we would like to continue our study of the problem. 
Thus, we would like to have this committee remain active.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


The 1969-70 School year found seven of our eight teachers 
new to our elementary school. The many years of service of our 
former teachers and principal will long be remembered and 
appreciated. We commend our new teachers for a job well done. 
Mr. David Matthews, our principal, has proved himself extremely 
well qualified and dedicated as principal and as a teacher. The 
board feels that Mr. King and Dr. Adamo did a fine job recruiting 
sO many good teachers. 


This year we instituted a volunteer teacher aid program. This 
program has been particularily helpful to the teachers because of 
the large number of students in most of our classes. With the help 
of this program, we hope to continue with an eight member staff. 
We thank those who have participated for their many hours of 
service. ° 


This fall a committee to study the Area School Contract for 
possible changes was established. The five sending towns, Brent- 
wood, East Kingston, Kensington, Newfields, and Stratham 
unanimously agreed that we should not change the contract to 
current costs unless we received full credit for area aid. Under the 
present contract we pay tuition on the previous year’s cost. 
Exeter must assume the cost of any added faculty or other 
increased costs. We feel this is warranted as we have no vote or 
control in Area Schools.

REPORT OF THE STRATHAM SCHOOL 
BUILDING STUDY COMMITTEE 


Your committee has for the past several months examined 
various indices and factors in an effort to reach an appropriate 
recommendation relative to expansion of the Stratham Memorial 
School. 


Among the factors considered have been the town census and 
population trends, school census and population trends, use of 
the present classrooms, inflationary trends, the cost of building, 
the cost of borrowing, the town office building situation, the 
decline of parochial schools and the future growth of the town 
and area. 


After careful consideration and much deliberation, your 
committee recommends that the Town (School District) not 
undertake planning for, or expansion of the Stratham Memorial 
School this year. The committee, however, does strongly re- 
commend that there be a study committee on a continuing basis 
to insure that there will be a body charged with the responsibility 
of carefully scrutinizing those factors which would indicate the 
optimum time to undertake a school expansion program.

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‘REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The new schoo! year began with a Union-wide faculty meeting 
at the Area Junior High School on Tuesday, September 2, 1969. 
Classes opened for instruction on Wednesday, September 3, 1969. 


The Stratham School opened this year with 193 pupils, a 
decline of 4 pupils over the beginning of schoo! a year ago. This 
represents a 142% decrease compared with a 4.7% increase a year 
ago. There are presently 59 Stratham pupils in the Area Junior 
High School and 109 in the Area High School. 


Mr. Matthews reports there will be an assembly each month 
during the year. The school chorus has been active and ts planning 
a public appearance in the near future. The schoo! newspaper has 
been reactivated; the first issue will be published in February. The 
Christmas program invoived ali pupils and was well attended by 
parents and friends. in the area of facilities, there appears to be a. 
need to replace some chairs in the Auditorium. Some additional 
pupil desks and chairs will be required. Mr. Matthews extends his 
appreciation to the P.T.A. and the community volunteers who 
have been so materially helpful during the year. 


There was virtually a complete turnover in staff at Memorial 
School this past year. Of the full-time teachers, only Mis. 
Peabody remains on the faculty. We have been most fortunate to 
employ Mr. Matthews who has provided dedicated and competent 
leadership for the school. The new teachers have performed very 
well in their first year of service. Perhaps it is only appropriate 
too that we recognize the many contributions to the education of 
our children made by several former teachers who served 
Stratham for many years.

Two key persons who are of direct assistance to the Superin- 
tendent in providing leadership and supervision of the school in 
Union 16 are the Teacher Consultant and the new Business 
Administrator. Their comments follow: 


The role of the Teacher Consultant continues to be one that 
encompasses many areas. His activities include: Observing and 
participating in classroom work; helping teachers and pupils with 
techniques, methods, materials, and other activities which affect 
the learning process; interpreting and using the findings of 
research; working with curriculum committees for future curricu- 
lum adoptions in our schools; encouraging pilot studies of 
promising new materials; appraising educational progress; and 
_ providing teachers with the latest information and ideas in 
multi-media techniques for classroom instruction. 


Two major factors are affecting the learning processes in our 
schools today. The first is the concept that instruction is 
becoming more and more an individualized procedure; and, 
secondly, that multi-media techniques are taking an active role in 
the total instructional picture. 


As Teacher Consultant, the above paragraph holds a major key 
to my work. We are living in the midst of a revolution in 
education, and curriculum is the most important battle line of 
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that revolution. School curriculum in a democratic society is the 
result of a continuous interplay of ideas among individuals and 
groups of individuals who concern themselves with the future of 
society. We are using the curriculum study-cOmmittee technique 
in our schools. It is through this process that we have our present 
new modern math program, a changed social studies curriculum, a 
new parent report system, a transitional program for immature 
first graders, our present testing program, and we are currently 
completing an extensive study in science education, Grades One 
to Twelve. 


“Involvement” is the key word. It does not just happen. It has 
been planned. Ideas are encouraged in committee work. The 
adoption and implementation of the new program as well as 
evaluation still remains a major function of the Teacher Con- 
sultant’s role. 


This new program is the result of “best judgements” of the 
committee members based on the evidence (data, opinions, 
research, study, pilot program) available at the time of the 
curriculum decision. The next step requires that the total staff be 
informed, and usually the Teacher Consultant becomes involved 
with an inservice program for the teachers before the new ideas 
come forth in the form of instruction to children in the 
classroom. Even after these decisions and implementations, the 
process continues. ) 


This curriculum function requires active involvement by the 
Teacher Consultant. He has a key role to play all along the 
process of curriculum change and implementation. Therefore, | 
felt an explanation of this area of school work was important 
enough to share with you in this report. | will continue to spend 
_as much time as possible working with curriculum committees; 
reviewing research; studying data; carrying out pilot studies; and 
providing teachers with ideas and materials for implementation of 
new programs in the schools of this Union.

| should like to say at the outset that | am very pleased to have 
been selected as your first Business Administrator in Union No. 
16. 


These first months have been taken with gradually moving into 
succeeding areas for which | am responsible in order to gain 
systematically a clear insight into the many and varied facets of 
the position. Dr. Adamo and Mrs. Collishaw have assisted me 
greatly in these first months and | give much credit to them for 
enabling me to “’settle in’’ to the position with relative ease. 


As Business Administrator my duties involve basically the 
following: accounting, preparation of budgets, purchasing, super- 
vision of repairs and maintenance of school facilities, supervision 
of pupil transportation and lending assistance to the Supervisory 
Union and the School Districts comprising the Union in the 
administration of their business and financial affairs. | strongly 
feel that together with all the foregoing is the very critical 
responsibility to see that our school system is operated in the 
most efficient and economical manner possible. With the in- 
creasing demands being placed on property owners in the form of 
rising taxes, it becomes more essential than ever to get true value 
for every dollar spent. 


One obvious area in which efficiency is demanded is that of 
purchasing. With this in mind | intend to:involve the entire Union 
in as much group purchasing as is practical. Much of what we use 
in our schools can be readily standardized and purchased jointly. 
This applies to supplies and furniture alike. 


Let me briefly cite an example. Classroom furniture is 
something which is required by all schools at one time or another. 
One district’s requirements for classroom furniture would con- 
stitute a relatively small order and consequently would not 
provide that district with any degree of purchasing power. 
However, a combination of two or more such orders could negate 
the above disadvantages and place those districts collectively in a 
much more favorable position than any one individually would 
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enjoy. | feel that this kind of thinking among all the districts can 
work to everyone’s advantage. 


Another area which can be critical to efficient management is 
that of maintenance of plant. With the assistance of the building 
principals, | hope to establish a planned systematic maintenance 
program for all of our buildings. Hopefully this will allow School 
Boards to more accurately project their budgetry requirements in 
this area. 


In summary, with the steady increase in all costs it is 
imperative that each school district continue to seek new 
methods of holding or reducing operating costs. One such way is 
through open communication and cooperation among individual 
districts in the Supervisory Union. 


! look forward to serving your school system in the months 
and years ahead.

These estimated per pupil costs for 1969-70 are the basis for 
setting tuition rates for 1970-71; a rental charge is added to make 
up the total] tuition. The new tuition rates for 1970-71 compare 
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with the state estimated average per pupil cost of $753 per High 
School pupil and $653 per Junior High pupil exclusive of rental 
charges. This will mark the first occasion that Exeter tuition rates 
have exceeded the state average.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL HEALTH SERVICES 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


School Health Services in.our towns have included two new 
programs this year. Along with our usual schedules of vision and 
hearing screening and referrals; physical examinations; dental 
hygiene and education; free summer dental program supported by 
the State Department, Division of Dental Public Heaith; Immuni- 
zations; Tuberculin testing for Grades 1 and 7, plus Staff; and the 
ever important Health Education, we have added a new service 
for age 4 and 5 pre-school children. This program embrases a 
double purpose of early detection of Lazy-eye and significant 
developmenta! lags, and was carried out in each town last June 
following the closing of schools. Although attendance was not as 
high as we hoped, we felt that the program was well worthwhile. 
Over 54 children in all attended and of these, 7 were appropri- 
ately referred for further evaluation and follow-up. Had these 
children not been discovered until a few months before entering 
Grade 1, their early school experience might very well prove less 
successful. With adjustment of dates and time we hope for better 
attendance at the next screening. 


Another program which has closely involved the attention of 
your School Nurse aiong with Sister Marie Timothy of St. 
Michael’s school, Exeter, and members of the appointed Planning 
Committee, is an in-service training course for Professional 
Personnel entitled, ‘‘Recognition and Management of Children 
with Learning Disabilities within the Classroom”. Over 220 
educators from 40 towns are registered in this course and 
outstanding lectures have contributed up to date, interesting, and 
factual material each week. Through education only can we best 
expect profitable returns from our efforts to establish improved 
understanding and management of special children in the class- 
room, If each member registered in this seminar gains a little 
better understanding of the children who are perplexing in the 
classroom, and acquires more effective methods of helping these 
children, we may rightly feel that its benefits, by touching the 


sy 


lives and problems of innumerable children throughout our 
schools, can be realized. The preparation and organization of this 
program has involved many, many hours of several peoples’ time 
and we are indepted to ail who have contributed toward its 
promising results. 


in December there was a spark of hope in the air for the 
possibility of a part time assistant in this School Health Service. 
The spark, however, failed to develop into reality. Now covering 
5 towns and 6 schools with an ever increasing enroliment creating 
a load far beyond the State recommendation, |! found this 
decision something less than encouraging. While | am aware of the 
many demands and iimited funds | do nevertheless, hope that 
another year new consideration may be given this need and 
money allocated for the purpose. = 


Many hours have been contributed by Schooi Health Volun- 
teers and ! cannot commend them enough for their efficient and 
most valuable help in the many ways they have served this 
Department. 


Continued support of the Schooi! Board (s), Superintendent of 
Schools, the Principals and members of the Staff is greatly 
appreciated and has been most helpful to me in carrying out the 
School Health Program.
